Explains Ship Measure and the Colom­ 


bian Treaty to National Chamber of 


Commerce. 


Washington, Fob. 4. —- Before the 
Chamber of Commerce of tile I Tiltod 
States, which began its third annual 
convention 
here, 
Secretary 
Bryan 
made a plea tor support for the a 1- 
ministration ship bill and ratification 
of the Colombian treaty. 
His 
arguments for the ship I iii 
brought forth loud shouts of “ No, no,” 
and “ Yes, yes,” from all parts of the 
Dull. 
“ I ani too well aware of the force 
of private interests,” said Mr. Bryan, 
as lie raised his hand to quell the tu­ 
mult, “ to expect unanimity to the pro­ 
posal for government ownership of 
Khips. no matter how much the people 
may wish it.” 
He added that it would tai e one 
more devoted to personal greed than 
himself to defend the (curse of pri­ 
vate ships in levying the extortionate 
rate* enforced since the declaration of 
war. 
“ I refuge to discuss how the pres! 
dent shall cxerrj-e the authority given 
him in the carrying out of the law,” 
declared the secretary. “ We give the 
president authority on 
every other 
subject, and I shall be the last one 
to expel t that t i** president should 
misuse authority given him in the 
shipping hill.” 
In his argument Mr. Bryan said: 
“ The present war has shown us the 
disadvantages to which we are sub­ 
jected when we rely upon the foreign 
ships to carry our merchandise. 
” T!;e interruption of trade, Incident 
to any great war. throws a heavy bur 
den upon the neutral nations. Steps 
have already been taken to largely 
Increase our merchant marine, aud 
the ahtppptng bill Is a -till mere im 
portant -Hep toward Independent in 
the fess. 
Ships under government 
control will serve a double purpose, 
one permanent in its nature and t a 
other 
imi»ortant in an 
emergency, 
such as now exists. 
"The permanent advantage of gov­ 
ernment ships I- to be found in the 
f a d that they can establi-h new trade, 
aiding as pioneers and going where 
private ships would be afraid to \en 
lure. 
“ The various departments connect­ 
ed with foreign trad** are in full avn: 
pa?h> with the president in his effort* 
to 
cultivate 
the 
good will vt our 
American neighbors.

have been manifested In many wa* ,

It simply deals with the situation a I 
it exists today, and attempts to reach 
an honorable settlement whi h will be j 
satisfactory to both nations and tim* 
restore the friendship which

existed between the Cuffed States and 
Colombia.”
